Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representatives presented one particular angle or 
focus of what has been previously claimed and thus misleadingly interpreted; and enabled the Examiner to see the 
basic approach of the Invention. That is, a mapping of knowledge about API calls recently recorded (via 
parameters/setting analysis) against a prestored and corresponding definition of the API (or metadata of same) which 
is utilized as legacy basis upon which to alleviate resources in establishing test for the targeted API driven applicaition 
or platform environment The details about which the above mapping(s) is to be done were also somewhat 
emphasized as elements to be claimed as to provide the Prosecution with probative basis leading toward identifying 
allowability of the case. The Examiner has mentioned that the claims should present a clear paradigm (i.e. optimizing 
test preparation resources) wherein the recited features are laid out and used in a flow/rationale that is specific and 
clearly distinguishing over the prior art in view of the BACKGROUND concerns; and that terms (e.g. replay tool) of no 
necessary use should be properly replaced with others that will help to the above flow. The chance that patentability 
can be then considered would be pending upon an official amendment to the claims and a subsequent thorough 
examination. Also mentioned were some advices by the Examiner to the effect of putting sufficient hardware 
embodiment in the system claims to obviate non-statutory subject matter deficiency.. 
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
